THE INHERITANCE TAX LAW. 

The Supreme Court has decided that a 
tax can constitutionally be levied on legacies 
and successions, as was done by Congress 
in the war revenue act of 1898. It has, 
however, so construed the provisions of 
that act as to do away with certain glaring 
inequalities which arose under the law as 


by a legatee as a tax depends partly on 
the degree of relationship to the testator, 
but also on the volume of the entire estate, 


times as much as he would have to pay 
if the decedent were worth less than 
$25,000. If the personal property of the 
latter is worth less than $10,000, then the 
person to whom he may leave $1,000 has 
been called on to pay nothing. Thus the

The Governor calls attention to a venera- 
ble principle which many other Governors 
and many Mayors and Sheriffs have often 
deliberately disregarded. It is that “ the 
citizens have a right to expect and receive 
adequate protection from officials to render 
life, property, and the transaction of busi- 
ness secure.” ‘The labor dispute in St. 
Louis, says the Governor, “ has produced 
disorder, and ‘interferes with public peace, 
and retards transaction of business, and 
this condition cannot be tolerated.” 

With the exception of a strike which 
ties up the steam railways, no labor dis- 
pute can interfere more directly with the 
transaction of business in a large city 
than a street car strike. Owing partly to 
the ill-will which traction companies man- 


workmen—indorsed that council and recom- 
mended local labor organizations gutside of 
the building trades to assess t eir mem- 
bers 50 cents a week in aid of the locked 
out men in those trades. This ob which 
was that for which the meeting was espe- 
cially called, was important, since it is likely 
to affect in some measure at least the men’s 
power of endurance in the present struggle.

the confidence, not only of the publi¢, but of the 
rank and file of the unions in the integrity of the 
movement, and breeds the foul fear that mercenary 
motives and even blackmalling methods character- 
ize the fairest and most sacrificial struggles for 
economic justice and industrial rights. . . . If 
organized labor would win its case before the jury 
of public opinionit . . . must purge itself from 
any just suspicion of being bought and sold for 
blackmailing.

- Of the thirty million acres referred to, 
about 14,300,000 were ceded by the Indians 
to be disposed of for their benefit. The esti- 
mated value of those lands is $12,300,000.

One of the suspended men was reinstated, 
however, his acts having been explained 
satisfactorily. The man still under suspen- 
sion is John Myers, 167 Madison street, a 
Henry A. Geiter, 1023 Byron 
pstreet, was reinstated. 
Detectives made inquiries in every direc- 
tion during the day and the statement is 


.made that a half dozen men may be taken 


into custody, charged with being in con- 
epiracy with ratetakers Clarence M. Wolfe, 
821 Jackson boulevard, and George W. Pi- 
gott, 390 Hermitage avenue, who were ar- 
rested on Saturday. Wolfe and Pigott were 


put through the “sweat separately 


during the day and questioned as to their 
knowledge of the work of tampering with 
meters, by which, it is supposed, the city 
has been defrauded out of from $50,000 to 


$200,000. 

After the quizzing of the men by Captain 
Colleran and his detectives Superintendent 
Nourse expressed himself as satisfied that 


the city has a “‘ strong case against one of 


the men.” 

The two prisoners will be arraigned at 
the Harrison Street Station today, charged 
with tampering with water meters and con- 
spiracy to d ud. Little evidence will be 
adduced, as the persons ma epreed the pros- 
ecution of the case will have the matter de- 
ferred for ten days, pending efforts to locate 
and arrest others. Heavy bail will be asked. 


Myers Accused of a “ Short Reading.” 


Myers was suspended during the morn- 
ing on charges that he had- read the meter 


at the Rainier Hotel on March 26 and made 


a return which was 50,000 cubic feet short 


of the right amount. At that time, it is 
said, Myers entered the room. where the 
meter was located and made the reading 


alone, motioning back his driver, who aap- 


pened to be George W. Pigott, one of the 


men arrested on Saturday. A total 


5,454,000 cubic feet was the reading as re- 
turned by Myers. On April 8, Superintend- 
ent Nourse made the reading, as the meter 
was being watched, and found a showing 
that 5,571,600 cubic feet had been used. He 
insists that on this return the first reading 


was 50,000 cubic feet short. 


Geiter had made a reading of the same 


meter on April 19, but had reported the re- 


sult on April 21. The difference in the date 


of reading and the date of making the re- 


turn was explained, as, according to the” 

orders, the meters on certain sides of the 

streets are read on certain days. As the 

hotel is on the corner the return was made 

with the report of the meters on the street 
examined on April 21. 

Geiter has explained in every way and 


no blame attaches to him,” said Superin- 
tendent Nourse. ‘‘ Mistakes are made some- 


times, and that may have been the case 
with Myers. I do not adécuse this man of 
conspiring with Pigott and with Wolfe, 


but I want an explanation.”’

s HE divorce just grant- 
to Lady Bleanor 
Harbord, from her 
husband, the Hon. 
Walter Harbord, con- 
stitutes a fitting aft- 
ermath of one of the 
greatest scandals 
that has disturbed 
English society with- 
in the memory of the 
present generation, 
and at the same time 
demonstrates the folly which women per- 
petrate when, allowing their hearts to get 
the better of their heads, they, from motives 
of profound pity and commisseration, throw 
themselves away upon men who have shown 
by some dishonorable action that they are 
Te of the sacrifice made in their be- 

a 

Just twenty-five years have elapsed since 
Major the Hon. Walter Harbord,. brother 

of Lord Suffield, and a distinguished officer 
of the Seventh Hussars, was caught in the 
act of cheating at cards at the Cercle de la 
Mediterranee at Nice, and ejected by the 
servants after having had the clothes almost 
torn off his back, and submitted to a con- 
siderable amount of ill-usage by the men 
whom he had defrauded. The scandal was 
of the most public character and furnished 
columns upon columns of material to the 
continental newspapers, 

In spite of this he was permitted to resign 
from the army instead of being dismissed, 
and retains, therefore, possession of the 
medals which he received for gallantry in ac- 
tion during the Indian mutiny. He also stil! 
figures in the army list among the retired 


Officers. He was also allowed to resign 


from all his London clubs instead of being ex- 
pelled, this remarkable leniency being at- 
tributable to the fact that his brother, Lord 
Suffield, is oné of the principal members of 
the Prince of Wales’ household, and that 
both through his favor in court circles and 
through his connection by marriage with the 
powerful clan of the Barings Lord Suffield 
was and is able to dispose of an immense 
amount of influence. | 


It was then that Lady Eleanor, daughter 
of the present Duke of Grafton, and widow 
of Herbert Fitzroy. Baton, was moved by 
profound pity for the unfortunate man to 
offer him her hand in marriage, although 
but a few weeks had elapsed at the time 
since the death of her first husband. The 
latter had left her mistress of a fortune 
amounting to some $80,000 a year, as well as 
the ownership of a beautiful country seat 
in. Cambridgeshire, and as Walter Harbord 
had nothing, not even his military pay left, 
he naturally jumped at the offer, which thus 
placed him not merely above want, but in 
affluence. It is hardly necessary to point 
out that a man who had retained any sense 
of chivalry would have declined to take ad- 
vantage of the sentiments that had prompted 
Lady Eleanor to link her name with one so 
dishonored as his own, especially so shortly 


after the demise of her first husband, and had 


he loved her as she deserved—for she was a 

beautiful woman—he would not have wished 

her to share the social ostracism to which 

he. was subjected both at home and abroad, 

cut as he was not merely by his old friends 

and associates, but even by his relatives. 


Instead of being moved by the sacrifice 
thus made for his sake, Walter Harbord, on 
the contrary, gommenceéd a few weeks after 
the marriage vent upon the unfortunate 
woman all the bitterness and Irritation which 
was created in‘his mind by the treatment to 
which he was subjected by English society. 
Life in England being intolerable, the couple 
lived abroad for a number of years, and it 
was not long before he commenced to seek 
revenge for his exile by actually beating his 
devoted wife. Lady Hleanor bore his treat- 
ment in silence, pa on account of her 
two children—a third had died in infancy— 
and likewise because she realized that any 
appeal to the courts for separation would 
merely have the effect of reviving the terri- 
ble scandal which had forced him to leave 
the army and to quit England. 

Eventually, when the children were about 
12 years old, the Hon. Walter and Lady 
Eleanor Harbord returned to England and 
commenced by taking a pretty country house 
on the ‘Thames, in the immediate vicinity of 
London, which ere long became the rendez- 
vous of that particular element of smart 
London society which is more eager for 


‘amusement and éutertainmeént than particu- 


lar about the character or antecedents. of 
the entertainers. Then, too, society felt 
that it was somewhat hard and unjust to vis- 
it the dishonor of the father upon the two 
children, a boy and a girl, and so, little by 
little, ‘the Harbords drifted back into the 
London, world, the ex-Major even managing 
to get elected to some fourth-rate clubs— 
clubs of a kind that preferred the name of 
a peer’s brother on their list, even if that 
name were tarnished, rather than to have 
no man of good family on the roster. 


About three years ago Lady Eleanor’s 
daughter Sybil made an excellent marriage 
in becoming the wife of Herbert, the son 
and heir-of the immensely wealthy Sir Bern- 
hard Samuelson, the wedding being attend- 
ed by the cream of London society, to whom 
the ex-Major played the part of host. 

This tolerance on the part of society 
seemed to encourage the Hon. Walter to 
greater brutality and maltreatment of his 
wife than even before, and : health giv- 
ing way her son Eric and her .other, Lord 
Euston, insisted on a separation, which took 
place, the Hon. Walter receiving a hand- 
some allowance from -his wife on condition 
of his living abroad. He left for the con- 
tinent, but ere long was back again in Eng- 
land in the company of a woman of ques- 
tionable repute, with whom he traveled about 
the country, passing her off everywhere as 
Lady Eleanor. This was more than the 
long-suffering woman could put up with, and 
accordingly she sued for a divorce, which 
has just been granted without any trouble 
or delay. 

Lady Eleanor’s brother, Lord Euston, has 
been equally unfortunate in. his matrimonial 
affairs, and. I may add, equally foolish, for 
he made the unpardonable mistake of wed- 
ding one of the most notorious women in 
London, known by the nom de guerre of 
“Kate Cook,’”’ who was at least ten years 
his senior. Thrée years after the marriage, 
which was celebrated before a registrar 
about a month after he hadtattained his ma- 
jority, they separated, Lord Euston settling 
upon her all he then possessed—namely: 
$50,000. He then went off to Australia, 
where he secured government employment, 
and fulfilled his duties in a creditable man- 
ner, 

On his return to England he was informed 
by his family and friends, who had been con- 
ducting an investigation into the antecedents 
of the woman, that his marriage to her was 
invalid owing to the fact that instead of 
being a widow, as she had alleged’ herself to 
be, her first husband, a man of the name 
of George Manly Smith, was stillliving. Ac- 
cordingly, a suit was commenced by Lord 
Euston with a view of having the marriage 
annulled on the ground that the woman’s 


‘first husband was still living. 


George Manly Smith was found in New 
Zealand with considerable difficulty, brought 
to London with great expense, and every- 
thing pointed at complete victory for Lord 
Euston, when suddenly, at the last moment, 
cross-examination brought to light the fact, 
ignored even by Lady Euston and her law- 
yers, that at the time when she married 
George Manly Smith he himself had a wife 
living, whom he had wedded three years 
previously. His union to the so-called ‘‘ Kate 
Cook’ being thus rendered invalid by his 
former marriage, there had been no legal 
Obstacle to her matrimonial alliance to 
Lord Euston, and she remains, therefore, 
the Countess of Euston to this day, and.on 
the death of her husband’s father will be- 
come Duchess of Grafton and entitled to 
bear the royal arms of England, “ briséd,”’ 
it is true, by a bar sinister. For the first 
Duke of Grafton was the illegitimate son of 
King Charles II. and the lovely Barbara 
Villiers, Duchess of Cleveland.
